PARIS, March 28 (AP)-—France 
will refuse to negotiate if Italy 
advances claims for French terri- 
tory, sources close to the Govern- 


ment said today. 
Furthermore, the French are dis- 


inclined to open any negotiations 
until Italy clearly states exactly 
what she does want. 

This, informed sources predicted, 
will be the thesis of a speech Pre- 
mier Daladier is to make tomorrow 
and which in effect will be an 
answer to the speech by Premier 
Mussolini last Sunday. 

The Italian Premier’s references 
to problems with France in Djibouti, 
the Suez Canal, Tunisia and the 
Mediterranean were considered by 
many in France as vague references 
to demands which should be spe- 
cific before France would be will- 
ing to talk them over. 

If Daladier’s speech to the nation 
follows these lines it will constitute 
a radical departure from the “Mu- 
nich group” in the Cabinet, which 
was reported in the minority at a 
meeting of the Cabinet yesterday. 

Group Favors Negotiations. 
The French preas said that For- 
eign Minister Georges Bonnet and 
four others—Marchandeau, Justice; 
La Chambre, Air; Pomaret, Labor, 
and De Monzie, Public Works—ad- 
vocated opening thegotiations with 
Italy immediately on the basis of 
Mussolini's speech...

Decrees increasing the enlisted 
strength of the navy to 77,500 men

Submitted by Premier Daladier 
to President Lebrun yesterday, 
they were signed immediately and 
published in the official journal this 
morning, constituting the second 
rapid step in the Premier’s pro- 
gram of bolstering national defense.

Correspondents who came on the 
heels of Nationalist forces of occu- 
pation from Arenas de San Pedro, 
about 75 miles distant, found hys- 
terical groups of Madrilenos wash- 
ing the streets with streams of wa- 
ter as,if to wipe away every mem- 
ory of the 28 months’ siege. Some 
of the inhabitants flung their arms 
around the necks of the newcomers, 
shouting and crying. Wan, hag- 
gard faces reflected the ravages of 
hunger in the city of 1,000,000 pop- 
ulation. 

Many political prisoners held by 
the Republicans had been freed in 
advance of the arrival of the Na- 
tionalist troops. They joined 
groups dancing in the streets. 

Col. Pio Navarro of the old Civil 
Guard took charge of the police 
and an “assault guard” which main- 
tained order in Madrid in the 
transition period between the sur- 
render and complete occupation by 
Gen, Franco's forces. 

One of the first -buildings to be 
taken over by the Nationalists was 
the newspaper Heraldo de Madrid, 
which hung out a large sign say- 
ing: “Controlled by the Spanish 
Phalanx (Fascist party); respect 
this building.” 


An estimated 60,000 jubilant Fas- 
cists celebrated in the streets of 
this city which had been under 
siege since Nov. 6, 1936. In these 
same streets hundreds had been 
killed in intermittent artillery and 
air bombardments. 

Released from the strain of war, 
people rushed frantically about the 
streets, dancing and embracing 
one another. They sang and shout- 
ed in scenes of wild enthusiasm. 

Soldiers Stream Into City.

An amazing liberality on the part 
of the officials disbursing relief in 
Centerville Township, St. Clair 
County, as compared with stand- 
ards enforced by the Illinois Emer- 
‘gency Relief Commisison, the State 
‘agency, was disclosed in a report 
by the commission that more than 
persons getting aid in 
the township were not entitled to it. 

The State Commission, interested 
in the relief spending because it 
‘contributes an average of $8000 a 
month to the township for that 
purpose, supplementing $3675 which 
bg township derives monthly from 
its “pauper” tax on property, re- 
‘cently ordered that 170 families car- 
ried on the township rolls be 
dropped as undeserving. The State 
funds are derived from sales tax 
receipts. No Federal money goes 
into the relief fund. 


| Ineomplete Records Charged. 


The report by J. J. Derkits, dis- 
trict representative of the commis- 
‘sion, under whose direction the sur- 
vey of the Centerville rolls was 
| made, was limited in direct criti- 
cism of the relief administration to 
“inefficiencies” indicated by inade- 
'quate records of individual cases. 

The records, Derkits told a 
|Post-Dispatch reporter, were so in- 
|complete that the investigators dis- 
regarded them in the survey rather 
than waste time with what could be 
of only inconsequential help. 

Derkits’ investigators checked the 
466 cases carried by Township Su- 
pervisor Albert Ulrich, in charge 
of relief in the district, on his rolls 
in December with an average grant 
of $23.18 and determined that 36.5 
per cent should be dropped.

AMBULANCE CHASING 


CHARGES 10 BE AIRED 


City Counselor Calls Meeting 
to Discuss Alleged Practice 
at Negro Hospital. 


Ambulance chasing, described as 
“well organized” at Homer G. Phil- 
lips Hospital, is to be discussed with 
City Counselor Edgar H. Wayman 
Thursday by a special committee 
of the Mound City Bar Association, 
composed of Negro attorneys. 

“The significant thing about that 
accusation is that election day is 
coming,” asserted Superintendent 
Oral G. McClellan of the hospital, 
which treats Negroes only. “We can 
keep politics out of the hospital 
itself, but we can’t keep it out of 
the minds of some apparently dis- 
gruntled people.” 

Dr. McClellan said ambulance 
chasing had caused “great difficul- 
ty” at the old City Hospital No. 2, 
but that had been “practically 
wiped out.” He added, “Of course, 
there will always be some leaks, but 
I believe we have as little of it as 
any city institution anywhere.”

that for several months he had 
earned $56.30 as a mill hand. This 
income lacked only $2 of meeting 
his family's budget. 

A farm family last year had an 
income of $570 from the sale of 
wheat and truck garden produce, 
$105 in milk and eggs, and $20 a 
month earned by a 27-year-old 
daughter, the only child. It was 
computed that the income, spread 
over a year, was $78 a month, more 
than the minimum required, but 
Ulrich gave the family $34.44 in 
January. 

A woman, separated from her 
husband and living with her daugh- 
ter at the home of her parents, was 
getting $17.55 a month relief while 
her father earned $90 a month at 
his job. 

Hurts Those Really in Need. 

“The trouble is,” Derkits com- 
mented, “that with only limited 
funds available there isn't enough 
for the poor devils who really need 
it when others, who by the neces- 
sary standards have what they 
need, also get relief.” 

Uldich, who has held public office 
in his township for 18 consecutive 
years, makes no secret of his dis- 
agreement with the “business-like” 
way the commission's representa- 
tives looked into the qualifications 
of those getting help under his su- 
pervision. 

“They can sit down in East St. 
Louis and follow the rules strictly, 
without worrying about unusual cir- 
cumstanges in individual cases,” he 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
“but I have to live with these peo- 
ple. 

“Tl'a be a poor Supervisor if I 
didn't look out for my people. If I 
can get some of that sales-tax 
money out here, I'm going to do it.”

Cunningham told of a Central

He related the story of a much 
publicized meeting with Joe Man- 
gan and Gene Venzke in 1934. The 
promoter of the meet advertised it 
as certain to produce a record be- 
cause only the three stars were 
competing.

Finally 
Glenn won. And the time—4 min- 
utes 46 seconds—described later by 
a spectator as one of the greatest 
miles he had ever seen.

Supreme Court Upset 120-Year-Old 
Immunity in Upholding Reciprocal 
Taxing of U. S. and State Employes 


Is Constitution, “Not 


Justice Stone Holds There Is No Basis for 
Exemption—Frankfurter Says Touchstone 


What We Say of It.”

WASHINGTON, March 28.—The 
reconstruction of the Supreme 
Court by President Roosevelt was 
dramatically illustrated by a 6- 
to-2 decision yesterday which blunt- 
ly rejected a 120-year-old tax im- 
munity precedent and upheld the 
right of a state to tax the com- 
pensation of Federal officials and 
employes. 

The case arose in New York 
when State Tax Commissioners re- 
jected the claim of James  B. 
O'Keefe, a $2400-a-year employe of 
the Home Owners’ Loan Corpora- 
tion, for a refund of taxes. O’Keefe 
argued that his Federal salary was 
constitutionally exempt from State 
taxation because the Home Owners’ 
Loan Corporation was an instru- 
mentality of the Federal Govern- 
ment, and-the tax on his salary 
constituted an indirect tax on the 
corporation. Two State courts in 
New York, following decisions of 
the Supreme Court, upheld O’Keefe. 
The Tax Commissioners appealed 
to the Supreme Court, and the Fed 
eral Government intervened in 
their behalf because the Roosevelt 
administration @dvocates Federal 
taxation of the income of State and 
local employes and, reciprocally, 
State taxation of the income of 
Federal employes. Ordinarily, the 
Federal Government would have in- 
tervened in behalf of its employe 
and its own agency. 

Justice Stone, in yesterday’s ma- 
jority opinion, declared that “the 
theory, which once won qualified 
approval, that a tax on income is 
legally and economically a tax on 
its source is no longer tenable.” In 
a separate concurring opinion, Jus- 
tice Frankfurter called this “the 
final rejection of an old doctrine.” 


Points Toward Reciprocal Taxes. 


While the decision specifically re- 
lated to a New York income tax, 
it seemingly pointed the way to- 
ward validation of a Federal stat- 
ute taxing the income from local 
Government securities-eand grant- 
ing reciprocal authority to state and 
local government to tax income 
from future issues of Federal se- 
curities. 

President Roosevelt has advocat- 
ed the enactment of “a short and 
simple statute” to permit such re- 
ciprocal taxation rather than ob- 
taining the same results by the 
tedious method of a constitution- 
al amendment. In two messages 
he has pointed out that the recent 
trend of court opinions indicates 
such a statute would be upheld 
by the Supreme Court, The deci- 
sion yesterday gave additional 
strength to his argument. 

The House has already passed the 
Doughton bill to permit reciprocal 
taxation of salaries of Federal, 
State and local employes. This bill 
is now on the Senate calendar, 
but action has been delayed . by 
amendments relating to vegetable 
oil and fats, offered by Senators 
Connally of Texas, Bailey of North 
Carolina and Gillette of Iowa, all 
Democrats. The amendments are 
considered attacks on Secretary of 
State Hull’s trade agreements, and 
must be disposed of before a vote 
can be had on the Doughton bill. 
No measure has been introduced in 
either house for reciprocal taxation 
of income from Federal, state and 
local securities. 

Beyond .he immediate effect of 
the decision itself, the three opin- 
ions in the case will be studied by 
Federal and local officials to de- 
termine how far the tax limita- 
tions have been removed from their 
Governments. Justice Stone’s ma- 
{jority opinion, of about 3000 words, 
carried the notation that “Mr. Ghief 
Justice Hughes concurs in the re- 
sult.” Justice McReynolds, the 
acting Chief Justice, concurred in 
a short but blistering dissent writ- 
ten by Justice Butler. 

Frankfurter on Stare Decisis. 

Justice Frankfurter, in his opin- 
ion concurring with the majority, 
virtually served notice that he be- 
lieved the reorganized court should 
not be bound by the doctrine of 
stare decisis—which means, in ef- 
fect, the following of precedents set 
by previous opinions—if a restudy 
of the Constitution itself gave basis 
for a change. 

“A reversal of a long current of 
decisions can be justified,” he ob- 
setved, “only if rested in the Consti- 
tution itself as an historic docu- 
ment designed for a developing na- 
tion.” 

Speaking with a trace of the 
professorial manner, Justice Frank- 
furter regretted that the volume of 
the court’s business made impossi- 
ble the “early, healthy practice” 
of the court whereby the justices 
gave expression to individual opin- 
ions. 

“But the old tradition,” he ob- 
served, “still has relevance: when 
an important shift in constitutional 
doctrine is announced after a re- 
construction in the membership of 
the court.” 

After noting that the court had 
been concerned with tax immunity 
for 120 years, in other words, since 
McCulloch vs. Maryland, the con- 
eurring opinion declared Chief 
Justice Marshall's rhetorical dictum 


torted by sterile refinements un- 
related to affairs.”” The late Jus- 
tice Holmes, this opinion continued, 
had brushed away this “web of 
unreality” when he declared in « 
dissent: 

“The power to tax is not the 
power to destroy while this court 
sits.” 

Declaring that “in this court 
dissents have eventually become 
majority opinions,” Justice Frank- 
furter concluded: 

“The judicial history of this doc- 
trine of immunity is a striking illus- 
tration of an occasional tendency 
to encrust unwarranted interpreta- 
tions upon the Constitution, and 
thereby to consider merely what 
he; been judicially said about the 
Constitution, rather than to be 
primarily controlled by a fair con- 
c ption of the Constitution, 

“Judicial exegesis is unavoidable, 
especially with reference to an 
organict act like our Constitution, 
drawn in many particulars with pur- 
posed vagueness so as to leave room 
for the unfolding future. But the 
ultimate touchstone is the Consti- 
tution itself, and not what we have 
said about it.” 

Justice Butler’s Dissent. 

Justice Butler spoke in part ex- 
temporaneously ffom the bench, and 
in his brief formal dissent ignored 
the qualifying phrases of the ma- 
jority opinion, saying: 

“Thus, now it appears that the 
United States has always had the 
powér to tax salaries of State of- 
ficers and employes, and that simi- 
larly free have been. the states to 
tax salaries of officers and em- 
ployes of the United States. 

“The compensation for past as 
well as for future services to be 
taxed and the rates prescrib@éd in 
the exertion of the newly disclosed 
power depends on legislative discre- 
tion not subject to judicial revision. 
Futile indeed are the vague intima- 
tions that this court may protect 
against excessive or destructive taxa- 
tion. Where the power to tax ex- 
ists Legislatures may exert it to 
destroy, to discourage, to protect, 
oryexclusively’ for the purpose of 
raising revenue. 

“Appraisal of lurking or apparent 
implications of the court’s opinion 
c-n serve no useful end, for, should 
occasion arise, they may be ignored 
or given direction different from 
that first seemingly intended. But 
safe it may be said, that presently 
marked for destruction is the doc- 
trine of reciprocal immunity that 
by recent decisions here has been so 
much impaired.” 

Sphere of Authority. 

The majority opinion by Justice 
Stone and the concurrence of Jus- 
tice Frankfurter carefully noted 
that it was conceivable that the 
Federal Government, being su- 
preme in its sphere of delegated 
authority, might successfully ex- 
empt some salaries of its employes 
from state and local taxation. But, 
said the majority, Congress had not 
sought to exercise this power in the 
present case. 

The majority opinion emphasized 
that the Home Owners’ Loan Act, 
while it specifically exempted HOLC 
securities from local taxation, was 
silent as to such taxation of its 
employes’ salaries. 

From this point the majority held 
that “the constitutional immunity of 
either government from taxation 
by the other, where Congress is 
silent, has its source in an implied 
restriction upon the powers of the 
taxing government. 

“So far as the implication rests 
upon the purpose to avoid interfer- 
ence with the functions of the 
taxed government or the imposition 
upon it of the economic burden of 
the tax, it is plain there is no basis 
for implying a purpose of Congress 
to exempt the Federal Government 
or its agencies from tax burdens 
which are unsubstantial or which 
courts are unable to discern. Sil- 
lence of Congress implies immunity 
ho more than does silence of the 
Constitution.” 

Holds All Are Subject to Tax. 

Justice Frankfurter was more ex- 
plicit, and his language clearly im- 
plied he believed all citizens should 
be subject to taxation by the dual 
governments of a Federalist state, 

“Whether Congress may, by ex- 
press legislation, relieve its func- 
tionaries from their civic obliga- 
tions to pay for the benefits of the 
state governments under which they 
live,” he declared, “is a matter for 
another day.” 

In other words, the former Har- 
vard law professor implied that if 
Congress sought to exempt the sal- 
aries of Federal employes from 
state and local taxation the Su- 
preme Court would have the last 
word on the matter. 

The majority opinion followed the 
blunt procedure used in the wom- 
en's minimum wage cases and out- 
right reversal of Swift v. Tyson in 
Erie Railroad v. Tompkins, by stat- 
ing that the present decision over- 
ruled the 68-year-old rule estab- 
lished in Collector v. Day, and the

DOUBLED FARM 
PARITY FUND IS 
URGED IN HOUSE 


Oklahoman Asks for $500, - 
000,000 for 85 Pct. Re- 
storation of Agriculture’s 
Income. 


WASHINGTON, March 28 (AP). 
—Representative Ferguson (Dem.), 
Oklahoma, asked the House today 
to double the $250,000,000 fund in 
the Agriculture Department appro- 
priation bill for parity payments 
for farmers. 

In the face of administration ob- 
jections even to $250,000,000 unless 
additional revenue is provided, Fer- 
guson remarked that the question 
of economy never is raised when 
Congress appropriates money for 
the Army or Navy. 

Asserting that present farm 
prices spell disaster for the farm- 
ers, Ferguson asserted that’ the 
$500,000,000 would bring 85 per cent 
of parity income to the agriculture 
industry. Parity prices are intend- 
ed to raise farm purchasing power 
to the 1909-1914 level. 

“If the Congress meant what it 
said in the Farm Act of 1938, it is 
the duty of this body to appropriate 
this $500,000,000 to relieve’ the 
shocking conditions of agriculture 
by raising the prices of these five 
commodities (cotton, wheat, corn, 
tobacco and rice),” Ferguson said. 

“Another year of these disastrous 
farm prices means thousands of 
farmers abandoning the farm to go 
on relief in cities or small towns.” 

Fund Clause Stricken. 

Ferguson’s move came immedi- 
ately after the provision for the 
$250,000,000 already in the bill was 
stricken on a _ technicality and 
Chairman Cannon of Missouri, of 
the Agriculture Appropriations sub- 
committee, sought to restore the 
amount by changing language in 
the section. 

Cannon attempted to limit debate 
on the whole parity question to an 
hour and a half, but failed wheit 
Representative Marcantonio of New 
York objected. 

The $1,067,000,000 agriculture bill 
was the chief item before the 
House. Democratic leaders pre- 
dicted approval of $250,000,000 for 
parity payments. 

The highly controversial item, 
they said, would draw sufficient 
suppoft from urban representatives, 
in addition to that of farm con-, 
gressmen, to put it across even 
though the city members have been 
unable to get pledges of reciprocal 
support for an emergency $150,000,- 
000 relief appropriation. 

Some leaders of the city bloc de- 
clared, however, that they would 
not vote for the parity fund with- 
out reasonable assurances that 
their rural colleagues would go 
along on the proposed relief outlay. 

Vote-trading talk between the 
two groups has been going on since 
last week, with advocates of the 
relief allocation working primarily 
to get favorable action on it by the 
House Appropriation Committee to- 
morrow. 

Relief Compromise Possible. 

It was learned that opponents of 
the $150,000,000 relief bill would 
make a concerted effort in a House 
subcommittee to slash the fund to 
$100,000,000. A compromise on $125,- 
000,000 was regarded as possible. 

Leaders predicted that whatever 
figure was approved by the full 
committee probably would be ac- 
cepted by the House Thursday or 
Friday. 

As soon as the present relief 
problem is settled, the House Ap- 
propriations Committee is expected 
to begin planning a thorough inves- 
tigation of the WPA. This was or- 
dered yesterday by a House vote 
of 352 to 27. 

It was authoritatively reported 
that Chairman Taylor (Dem.), Col- 
orado of the Appropriations Com- 
mittee probably would head the 
sub-committee making the inquiry. 

One problem of WPA manage- 
ment was settled yesterday by At- 
torney-General Murphy in response 
to an inquiry from President Roose- 
velt as to whether the 25-cent mini- 
mum pay standard of the Wage- 
Hour Act should apply to WPA 
workers. 

Murphy ruled that the rate should 
apply only where WPA _ work- 
ers have “similar occupations in the 
same locality” with persons under 
the Wage-Hour Act. 

“It appears to be an inescapable 
conclusion,” he wrote, “that the 
minimum wage of 25 cents per 
hour is not prescribed for all pos- 
sible classes of workers employed by 
the Works Progress Administration 
any more than it is prescribed for 
all classes of workers employed by 
private industry.” 


New Rail Inquiry Not Indorsed. 

WASHINGTON, May 28 (AP).— 
The national transportation confer- 
ence of the United States Chamber 
of Commerce declined yesterday to 
indorse proposals to create a new 
agency to investigate the railroad 
problem. At a previous meeting. 
the conference opposed creating a 
new agency to facilitate consolida- 
tion or reorganization of railroads.

It was not, as Justice 
Stone’ points out in his majority opinion, even “to 
be implied from the Constitution.”

THE SURRENDER OF MADRID. 

Madrid surrenders, ending a 28month siege and} 
one of the most heroic resistances in the world’s his- 
tory. The Spanish war, which has killed a million 
men, women and children, is virtually over. Gen.. 
Franco wins. So do his allies, Hitler and Mussolini, 
who poured men. and materials into Spain, despite 
the non-intervention agreement, while Britain and 
France stood on the sidelines, respecting the agree- 
ment. Russia, which entered the war at the outset 
on behalf of the Spanish Republic, long ago ceased 
effective aid, though traces of its influence remained 
to the last.

The doctrine of immunity has its ancestry in the 
celebrated opinion delivered by Chief Justice Mar- 
shall in the case of McCulloch vs. Maryland in 1819. 
The State had attempted to tax the issuance of 
currency by a branch of the Bank of the United 
States. “The power to tax involves the power to 
destroy,” said the court, and added that if the states 
may tax one instrument of the Government, they 
may tax all—the mail, the mint, patent rights, 
judicial process, etc., “to an excess which would 
defeat all the ends of government.”

The present cases involved efforts by the states 
of New York and Utah, respectively, to tax the 
salaries of an HOLC employe and an RFC employe. 
In a similar case in 1842, when the Erie County 
(Pa.) Commissioners attempted to levy taxes on 
Daniel Dobbins, Captain of a United States revenue 
cutter, the court ruled against the local authorities. 
In 1870, in Collector vs. Day, it set another precedent, 
effective until yesterday, in ruling the Federal Gov- 
ernment could not assess a tax against the income 
of a Massachusetts Judge. That decision was based 
on “the great law of self-preservation’—to save one 
government from the control of another. 

These doctrines prevailed even after the income 
tax amendment was ratified in 1913, with its pro- 
vision for a tax on income “from whatever source 
derived.” This meant to laymen exactly what it 
said, but a maze of judicial rhetoric maintained the 
previous immunities. At length the court last May

Income taxes today are not discriminatory, but 
extend to all citizens; the tax which started the 
hoary precedent of 120 years ago was discriminatory, 
since it applied only to currency issued by one 
bank. The states cannot use income taxes to “de- 
stroy” Federal employes without similarly annihilat- 
ing their own citizens. 

Enlightenment and rational thinking at last have 
won the day. The momentous decision highlights 
the change in the court’s philosophy and shatters an 
ancient barrier to tax equality. It gives 49 legis- 
lative bodies the Go sign for laws that will abolish 
& long-standing special privilege. And, since the 
present tax immunity of income from Federal and 
state securities rests on precedents now overturned, 
the way is clear for another decision abolishing the 
“cyclone cellar for the rich man.” 
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Behold Il Duce, a terrible-tempered Mr. Bang, 
cracking a ferocious ollve branch. 

THE TRIBUNE’S SPEL IS BROKN. 

The New Deal was a year old and widely regarded 
as a child prodigy when the Chicago Tribune set 
forth on the luring quest of spelling feform. Day 
after day, throughout the five disfigured years; it 
has bashed vowels, chopped off diphthongs, cuffed 
incorrigible consonants, in a mighty effort to bring 
orthography within the metes and bounds of com- 
mon sense. It has failed. It surrenders. It returns 
te the conventional, licked to a frazzie, and the 
dwarfed nouns, legless adjectives, truncated verbs and 
slenderized adverbs—all offerings at the shrine of 
phonetics—are out. . .

It cannot have forgotteh hew the Fora- 
kers spoofed, and the Penroses chided, and “the maie- 
factors of great wealth” giggled, how the patrons 
and purveyors of perfidy found a thing to jeer in the 


judgment, to do likewise.

Thus we live in a world of uni- 
versal mistrust, paralysis and be- 
trayal. Nobody wants to recon- 
struct the Versailles system, which 
was moribund before Hitler came 
to power. 

The post-war system of a divided 


Europe of small, independent states, 
kept apart by hostility, a welter of 
currencies and customs barriers, 
theoretically equal members of the 
League of Nations, but actually 
satellites of Britain and France, 
and sustained by treaties and loans, 
while Germany, a country which by 
the sheer force of its energy and 
the weight of its size, should natur- 
ally play a leading role on the Con- 
tinent, was artificially suppressed— 
that system was doomed from its 
incipience, and no one believed in it 
even before Hitler toppled it over 
like a deck of cards.

The Hitler system, of turning all 
Europe into “protectorates” or “as-

The German peple are appalled, 
terrified and, since September, ut- 
terly discouraged. Every victory is 
followed by a new higher tax and 
by more paper money. The thousand 
years of the Third Reich are being 
spun off in days, not years, and are 
careening toward a terrible rendez- 
vous with destiny. But it may be 
that they will not keep that terrible 
rendezvous alone, but drag Western 
civilization along with them to it. 

The only encouraging thing in the 
picture is the final awareness of 
reality, which seems even to have 
reached Mr. Chamberlain and Mr. 
Bonnet. 

It has reached the British people 
long since. It has reached some of 
the French people, despite the ef- 
forts of the Daladier-Bonnet Gov- 
ernment to make them think that 
Hitler was really a nice man. 

Europe now knows that the issue 
is: Europe or Hitler?

IN $4340.00 BARTER 


to Go to 
Reich -in Exchange for 
Railway Equipment. 


BUENOS AIRES, March 28 (AP).! 
announced the signature of a bar- 
ter agreement with Germany by 
which Argentina will exchange 100,- 
000 tons of surplus wheat for Ger- 
man railway equipment including 
sleeping cars and 60 locomotives. 

Government sources said the 
deal would total 14,000,000 pesos 
($4,340,000), with other products 
figuring in the exchange to equalize 
the value of the wheat and the 
railway equipment. 

The agreement has been in proc- 
ess of negotiation for some weeks. 

Details of the agreement showed 
that 100,000 tons of Argentine 
wheat, valued at 6,000,000 pesos, 
($1,860,000), would be shipped to 
Germany within six months and 
8000 tons of wool, valued at 8,000,- 
000 pesos © ($2,480,000) would be 
shipped next year in return for 900 
railway cars and 60 locomotives. 

This sale likely is only the first 
of a series by which Argentina 
hopes to dispose of a large part of 
her 5,000,000-ton wheat surplus, fi- 
nancial circles said.

120-YEAR PRECEDENT 
ON TAX IMMUNITY

state government, or their instru- 
mentalities.” 

Before reconstruction of the court 
by President Roosevelt, reversals 
were usually masked by attempts 
to differentiate the pending case 
from previous precedent-making 
cases. The more recent practice 
has been to state explicitly that the 
former decisions are no longer the 
law of the land. 

1871 Decision Now Reversed. 

In the case of Collector v. Day, 
decided in 1871, the court held that 
the salary of a state probate judge 
was constitutionally immune from 
a Federal income tax, declaring 
that the sovereignty of a _ state 
could not thus “be crippled, much 
less defeated by the taxing power 
of another government.” 

This old opinion also said that 


“the exemption rests upon necessary 


implications and is upheld by the 
great law ‘of self-preservation: as 
any government whose means are 
employed in conducting its opera- 
tions, if subject to the control of! 
another and distinct government, 
can exist only at the mercy of that 
government” 

In the Rogers v. Graves case, the 
court held that the State of New 
York could not collect taxes on the 
incomé’ of the general counsel of 
the Panama Railroad Co. because 
the railroad itself was an instru- 
mentality of the Federal Govern- 
ment. In that case the court said: 

“The railroad company being im- 
mune from state taxation, it neces- 
sarily results that fixed salaries and 
compensation paid to its officers 
and employes in their capacity as 
such are likewise immune.” 

In many ways the decisions yes- 
terday was reciprocal to the de- 
cision last May in the Port of New

CHICAGO, March 28 (AP).—Ern- 


est J. Howe, chief financial adviser 
in the insurance section of the Se- 
curities and Exchange Commission, 
recommended yesterday that insur- 
ance companies take immediate 
steps to reduce what he said ap- 
peared to be “unrealistic valua- 
tions” of their assets. 


In an address he told the Ameri- 
can Life convention's financial sec- 
tion that it was “time to stop play- 
ing blind man’s buff with value.” 

“A total of $2,500,000,000 of mort- 
gages,” he said, “are listed in the 
annual reports of five leading com- 
panies at figures which fail to re- 
flect the fact that from 6 per cent 
to 24 per cent of the mortgages are 
delinquent. 

“Holdings of almost $900,000,000 
of foreclosed real estate are listed 
in the annual reports of the same 
five companies at valuations which, 
on the average, range as high as 
14 times gross earnings, despite the 
fact that the current market, will 
support a rate of no more than five 
and one-half times gross earnings.”

and for reading. | 

“A great majority of the teachers: 
judge that the typewriter has an 
immediate and directly beneficial’ 
effect on the formal aspects of! 
written composition, such as even | 
margins, use of capitals and period, | 
indentation, use of question mark, 
use of quotation marks, and use| 
of comma. More than 65 per cent 
of the teachers mentioned favor-' 
able effects on geography and na- 
ture study, and history and citizen- 
ship, and 53 per cent judge that 
the typewriter helps in arithmetic.” 

And all this in spite of the some- 
what limited opportunities the pu- 
pils in the experimental group had 
to use the typewriters, due to the 
fact that there was but one type 
writer to every four or five pupils. 
Yet with limited practice the 
youngsters developed within the 
first year approximately the same 
speed with the typewriter as with 
the pen, and with an average typing 
error ranginf from only $3 to 6 
per cent. 


As to whether the typewriter will 
ever be put to general use in the 
elementary grades, Dr. Freeman 
has no prediction. As he points 
out the experiment was merely to 
discover the feasibility of using the 
typewriter in the conduct of the or 
dinary work in the elementary 
school. The experiment had proved 
the soundness of the idea, but it is 
beyond his province to promote it. 

“The next step,” says Dr. Free- 
man, “lies with those interested in 
experimental education.
